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Bunting, banners and 
flags for the Olympics

A MAJOR grant is pending 
to help “dress” Weymouth 
and Portland for the 
Olympic sailing events in 
2012. 

The grant, which is ex¬ 
pected to come from the 
Government’s Olympic 
fund, will allow banners, 
bunting and flags to be put 
up along the seafront and 
for decorative banners to 
be put up along Portland 
beach road and other areas. 

Details of the Olympic 
decoration were given by 
Weymouth and Portland 
regeneration head Simon 
Williams during his pres¬ 
entation on the sailing 
events to Weymouth Civic 
Society. 


He said the Weymouth 
area normally accommo¬ 
dated about 30,000 sum¬ 
mer visitors but plans were 
being made for double this 
during Olympic year. 

Measures included extra 
trains and five park and 
ride sites with scheduling 
planned to allow proper 
crowd control. 

There would also be 
extra buses and extra waste 
collection points and waste 
runs, new toilets at the Pier 
bandstand and extra tem¬ 
porary toilets to meet de¬ 
mand 

Elsewhere £2.5 million 


was being invested on 
Weymouth seafront via 
support from groups in¬ 
cluding the Arts Council 
and English Heritage 
while Weymouth and Port¬ 
land hoped to attract some 
of the “phenomenal” num¬ 
ber of overseas visitors ex¬ 
pected in London. 

There would be a live 
beach screen and stage 
with commentary for peo¬ 
ple to follow the sailing 
events as they happened 
and it is hoped that there 
will also be a festival vil¬ 
lage on the Pavilion car 
park with local and inter- 
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Suppliers and fitters of 
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Suppliers and fitters of Carpet,

Free Estimates and Parking 
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national food and Jurassic 
displays. 

It was confirmed that the 
London Organising Com¬ 
mittee of the Olympic 
Games was holding talks 
with the civic society 
about the use of the Nothe 
Fort as a ticketed venue 
from which to watch the 
sailing. 

Acting chairman Terry 
Landsbert said they would 
be seeking a “substantial 
consideration” from 
LOCOG to offset loss of 
fort revenue. 


During a question and 
answer session Mr 
Williams revealed that 
Olympic medal presenta¬ 
tions would held at the 
sailing academy - an area 
closed to the general pub¬ 
lic — because of the need 
for security and for testing 
competitors for drugs. 

Some members asked 
about access to Portland 
during the Olympics and 
Mr Williams said there 
would be no road closures 
and no permits. 

He also said authorities 


would be keeping a close 
watch to combat “ambush 
marketing” where rogue 
traders might try to sell 
food or fake Olympic mer¬ 
chandise. 

He revealed that 
LOCOG would shortly be 
selecting 100,000 volun¬ 
teers to help with the 
Olympics from 300,000 
people who had put their 
names forward, adding 
that Weymouth and Port¬ 
land would soon be 
launching efforts to find 
750 local volunteers.

Having previously run stalls at various garden 
shows and the Dorset Garden Party shop in 
Charmouth, Felicity opened the doors to Felic¬ 
ity's Farm Shop last November. 

The shop breathed new life into the former 
Frodshams garage building, which had stood 
empty for a number of years. 

Felicity decided it was "now or never" after the 
death of two close family members and so, with 
the help of sister Penny and son Tom, she 
opened the farm shop. 

Felicity had previously spent 20 years working 
as a Nurse Practioner for Dr Becker's Medical 
Centre in Charmouth. 

The farm shop stocks local produce as well as 
offering garden accessories, a range of plants 
and herbs, animal feed and fuel for home fires. 

The shop also offers a take away service, 
named "The Filling Station" providing hot food 
and daily specials made with local produce. 


■ WHAT has the reaction been like since you 
opened? 

It’s been very positive. Everybody has been absolutely 
great, really encouraging. Loads of people have been up 
to see us and they have been really nice. We’ve had lots 
of suggestions about what we could do or what we might 
think of stocking, which we have tried to accommodate 
as much as we can. We need to know what people want 
and we are quite happy to get it. 

■ WHAT are your plans at the shop this year? 

We are hoping that it’s going to get bigger and better. We 
have got some frozen food arriving this week and we are 
hoping that the take away will really start to produce lots 
more. We are also hoping that everyone will be able to sit 
outside once the weather improves. There are eight pallets 
of compost arriving this week and pots and seeds and all 
sorts of things so lots more gardening stuff, which I know 
a lot more about. We are hoping to embark on all sorts of 
things. 

■ HAS running your own farm shop always been the 
dream? 

I’ve been a nurse for nearly 30 years and then for the last 
few years things have been a bit tricky. My elderly mum, 
who lived with me, died and then that same year my older 
sister died, she was only 56, and that was horrible. My 
son Harry was diagnosed with type one diabetes so he has 
to take insulin every single day. So having to deal with 
all that at home and then having to go to the surgery was 



a bit difficult. Penny and I were always going to have a 
tearoom one day with roses round the door so we thought 
we’d better hurry up and do it before it was too late. 


■ IS running this building a lot different to the 
Dorset Garden Party? 

This is absolutely huge, it’s really very scary. It’s a huge 
building to fill, I’m responsible for an awful lot of staff 
and I know the horticulture bit but the food is completely 
new. I know vaguely about farming and I know an awful 
lot about growing things but its very different. It’s a chal¬ 
lenge but I’m enjoying it. 

■ HAS the harsh winter affected you? 

It’s difficult, we opened on November 10th, which was 
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a beautiful day and I think we had the most horrendous 
gales after that and we suddenly realised that some of our 
plans for maybe a bit of a pergola or something were just 
not going to work. It was so cold and everybody was ab¬ 
solutely brilliant, the staff and the customers, because it 
really was horrid and I can’t afford to heat the place prop¬ 
erly. They all put on tonnes of clothes and just got on with 
it, it was brilliant. I think we became a municipal car park 
for all of Ryall and all the people who’d come on holiday 
and were staying in the National Trust cottages parked 
here so that was nice. I think it probably helped us in 
terms of sales of logs and coal and potatoes and stewing 
steak that sort of thing. Christmas was lovely and lots of 
people ordered a turkey from us. We’d only been open 
for a few weeks and they entrusted us with their Christ¬ 
mas lunch and it was really kind, we are very grateful for 
that. 

■ DO you think people are pleased to see this build¬ 
ing back in use? 

I think so, from the feedback I get. It’s a very unprepos¬ 
sessing building from the outside and they come in and 
think ‘wow’ and they say I remember coming here for an 
MOT. Everybody remembers it and I think everybody is 
very pleased to see it back in use. 

■ WHAT was the last book you read, film you 
watched and CD you listened to? 

I used to read all the time and in the last few years I don’t 
think I’ve had time to read a book. My favourite books 
are Angela Thirkell’s books, they follow on from Trol¬ 
lope’s books about Barchester but she brought them up 
to modern times. I can’t remember the last time I went to 
the pictures and I usually fall asleep when I start watching 
a film. My favourite film always used to be Where Eagles 
Dare but I don’t know if it still is to be honest. I’ve got 
an old Fleetwood Mac CD on in the car at the moment.

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Residents'fury over ticketing gardens during Olympics 


COUNCILLORS have been publicly criticised for 
backing a plan which prevents them using the Nothe 
Gardens in Weymouth during the Olympics. 

People attending a full council meeting were furious 
that management committee members had agreed that 
the London Organising Committee of the Olympic 
Games could use the gardens as a ticketed venue and 
charge up to £50 for the privilege of watching sailing 
events. 


Alderman Andy Hutchings said there had been no 
public consultation and that letting out the gardens had 
been “a very wrong decision” which should have been 
considered by full council. 

Roger Genge, who lives on the Nothe, said there had 
been consultation but only after a decision had been 
made. 

He claimed the council had “no right” to enclose the 
gardens for a private function while Commander Mike 


Harvey said yachting groups also felt the gardens 
should not be closed. 

Councillor John Birtwistle said he had held talks about 
the issue and been told that Weymouth and Portland ef¬ 
fectively agreed to the closure when the authority 
agreed to the London Olympic bid. 

Management committee chairman Councilloir Geoff 
Petherick said that LOCOG would be submitting a plan¬ 
ning application covering use of the gardens and the 


Nothe Fort and that new chief executive David Clarke 
had an opportunity to negotiate the terms of a licence. 

Mr Clarke said LOCOG had initially been unclear 
whether to go out to public consultation first or whether 
to approach the council as landowner. 

They eventually opted to approach the council, he 
said, but they would be consulting Weymouth Civic So¬ 
ciety about the fort and other groups about the gardens. 


Motorists facing the challenge of 
an increasing number of potholes 


RAMSHACKLE roads are forcing motorists to cope 
with boneshaking journeys almost every time they drive 
across Weymouth and Portland. 

A survey by the View revealed that Abbotsbury Road 
in Weymouth has more than 300 patches on it for every¬ 
thing from trenches, cable and gas works to drains and 
manhole covers. 

The situation is nearly as bad on the section of Chick- 
erell Road from Boot Hill to its junction with Abbots¬ 
bury Road which has more than 240 patches. 

Thousands more sites where roads have been dug up 
have created uneven driving conditions on routes from 
Dorchester Road and Littlemoor Road in Weymouth to 
Fortuneswell on Portland. 

Weymouth and Portland transport spokesman Coun¬ 
cillor Christine James knows better than most what the 
problem is because she is a driving instructor. 

She said: “I believe that the county council is going to

resurface Abbotsbury Road and Chickerell Road needs 
it as well. 

“Motorists are getting caught out by these poor sur¬ 
faces because they are not driving to suit the conditions. 

“As a driving instructor my pupils are having to face 
an extra challenge coping with poor surfaces on many 
Weymouth and Portland roads and the county council 
needs to do something about the problem.” 

A spokesman for Dorset County Council said: “We 
will shortly be carrying out resurfacing works along 
Newstead Road, Abbotsbury Road and Chickerell Road 
as part of our ongoing road resurfacing programme 
which will greatly improve the situation for motorists. 

“We are aware that there has been a significant in¬ 
crease in the number of potholes on the roads of Dorset, 


Second phase of town's new 
transport package underway 


WEYMOUTH’S notorious King 
Street has just become one-way for 
the next five months. 

The change comes as the second 
phase of the transport package gets 
fully underway and it means that 
traffic can now only travel down 
King Street towards Swannery 
Bridge. 

One lane of the road is being 
closed so that workers have enough 
space to carry out the improvement 
work along King Street and at its 
junction with The Esplanade. 

Gas works will be taking place at 
the Esplanade end of the road while 
the transport package work focuses 
on the other end. 

The improvement work includes: 

• Diverting utilities, 

• Removing the existing traffic lights 

• Narrowing the footpath on the 
train station side between the Texaco 


garage and Queen Street 

• Widening the other footpath between 
Kings Junction and The Esplanade 

• Building out the Queen Street 
kerbs 

• Putting in a road island near the 
Queen’s Hotel 

•Building a pedestrian island at the 
Swannery Bridge end 

• Taking out the Esplanade mini¬ 
roundabout 

• Building pedestrian islands out¬ 
side Enzo’s and opposite King Ed¬ 
ward’s Restaurant. 

County strategic projects manager 
Matthew Piles said: “Restricting the 
access along King Street will reduce 
the amount of traffic in the area and 
make it safer for motorists and our 
workers. 

“King Street is very narrow and 
this is really the only way to carry 
out the alterations with the least dis¬ 


ruption. Having temporary two-way 
lights would just not work. 

A diversion route will be in opera¬ 
tion along Weymouth Way to 
Chafey’s Roundabout. 

People wishing to access the Park 
district from Portland can go through 
town via Swannery Bridge, Com¬ 
mercial Road, Westham Road and 
the Esplanade. 

Drivers dropping people at the 
train station will be able to turn right 
into the forecourt from King Street 
and First buses will access the depot 
as usual. 

Vehicles from Dorchester heading 
towards the ferry terminal or Pavil¬ 
ion will be directed down Dorchester 
Road and along The Esplanade. 
Harbour Junction is programmed to 
be finished, with the signals operat¬ 
ing, by the end tomorrow night (Fri¬ 
day). 
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including Weymouth, following the period of bad 
weather that Dorset has recently experienced. 

“Any potholes are repaired depending on their size and 
location but due to the increase in the number of defects 
we are having to deal with at present they may not be 
addressed as quickly as normal. 

“If there is a cluster of potholes then extensive patch¬ 
ing or a resurfacing scheme would need to be imple¬ 
mented. 

“Regular inspections are carried out on all roads in 
Dorset to identify safety defects, including dangerous 
potholes, but we also encourage the public to report any 
locations that they come across.

Budget cuts to hit 
council employees 


BUDGET cuts within cash 
strapped Dorset County Coun¬ 
cil will leave employees forced 
to take unpaid leave and accept 
reduced overtime pay. 

The county council's employ¬ 
ees will be forced into 24 days 
unpaid leave split equally be¬ 
tween 2012 and 2013 as it aims 
to find £54.9 million savings by 
2013-14. 

Payments for overtime, night, 
weekend, bank holiday, and 
standby working will also be re¬ 
duced. 

Proposals to change terms 
and conditions aims to save the 
council at least £4.4m (in each 
full year) from January 2012. 

The measures are to be re¬ 
viewed in December 2013, but 
will be subject to the council 
being in a better financial posi¬ 
tion. 

Any equalities issues will be 
analysed during a consultation 
period, which will end on April 
26th 2011. 

DCC's Chief Executive David 
Jenkins said: "It is a difficult and 
anxious time for staff. 

"Savings of this level are un¬ 
precedented and will inevitably 
lead to the council having to 
manage with fewer people. 

"By reviewing the terms and 
conditions of employees, we 
hope to be able to protect serv¬ 
ices and reduce the number of 
further redundancies required." 

The bulk of the council's sav¬ 
ings must come in 2011/12, 
with it needing to find savings 
of £31.1 million when it sets its 
budget next month - up £4mil- 
lion from the expected 
£27.1 million. 

Savings are being proposed 
from across the county council's 
budgets and the workforce will 
be significantly reduced. As far 
as possible, this will be through 
freezing vacancies and through 
voluntary redundancies. 

There will, however, need to 
be some compulsory redun¬ 


dancies. 

In order to keep these to a 
minimum, savings are being 
sought from staff's terms and 
conditions of employment 
across the board. 

DCC's Member for Corporate 
Resources Spencer Flower said: 
"We see this as a constructive 
way forward in dealing with our 
financial challenges and in 
doing so preserving jobs and 
services. 

"It is crucial that we seek to 
save as much as possible in 
ways that protect jobs and the 


valuable services we provide for 
the people of Dorset. 

"The public quite rightly ex¬ 
pect us to do all we can to pro¬ 
tect frontline services, and 
these proposals are part of that. 

"We will of course be talking in 
detail with staff and trade 
unions about the plans before 
any final decisions are made." 

Detailed budget proposals for 
2011/12 will go before the Cab¬ 
inet on February 2nd, before 
final decisions are made by all 
45 members of the county 
council on February 17th.

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Law and order Is the 
norm'on Portland

MORE than 50 people 
packed a public meeting to 
hear police update them on 
their efforts to tackle vio¬ 
lence and anti-social be¬ 
haviour on Portland. 

The meeting at Easton 
Methodist Church Hall was 
arranged after officers 
made four arrests in break¬ 
ing up a large group of peo¬ 
ple in Easton Square on 
January 8 th . 

It was the first major in¬ 
cident since a police cam¬ 
paign to tackle island 
problems last summer and 
Sergeant Neil Wood of the 
Portland Safer Neighbour¬ 
hood Team strongly denied 
that the latest clash meant 
the island was “back to 
square one”. 

He said: “People at the 
meeting were largely con¬ 
cerned about reports of a 
riot in Easton Square, an 


incident we told them had 
been blown up out of all 
proportion. 

“We said it was simply an 
incident of criminal damage 
where those involved had 
been arrested and dealt 
with. 

“We reassured everyone 
that the work done to deal 
with troublemakers on Port¬ 
land last summer was still 
reaping its rewards and the 
criminal damage on Janu¬ 
ary 8 th was the only serious 
incident since then. 

“The reality is that violent 
crime on Portland is down 
15 per cent since summer 
2010 while anti-social be¬ 
haviour incidents are down 
34 per cent which is a fan¬ 
tastic result. 

“We fully appreciate that 


there is still work to be 
done on Portland and we 
are committed to doing that 
work, but residents should 
be reassured that law and 
order is once again the 


norm on the island. 

“We want people to work 
with us to keep it that way 
to ensure that the minority 
of people determined to 
cause trouble on Portland 
are brought to justice and 
aren’t allowed to give the 
island a bad name.” 


Man jailed forASBO breaches 

A MAN from Portland has been jailed after twice 
breaching his Anti-Social Behaviour Order as well as 
breaching a Community Order. 

Joseph John Summers, aged 18, appeared at Wey¬ 
mouth Magistrates'Court charged with two-counts of 
breaching his ASBO; breach of his Community Order; 
possession of cannabis; and failure to appear on police 
bail. 

He was convicted of all five offences and was subse¬ 
quently sentenced to: three months imprisonment for 
the first ASBO breach; three months imprisonment for 
the second ASBO breach (to run concurrently with the 
first); and a further month in prison for breaching his 
Community Order (also to run concurrently).

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T EN Gentoo penguins are enjoy¬ 
ing a holiday at Weymouth Sea 
Life Park. 

The playful antarctic creatures joined 
the Park’s resident Humboldt penguins 
after a long journey down from the 
world famous Edinburgh Zoo collec¬ 
tion. 

Marine expert Fiona Smith said: 

“They will be with us for two to three 
months and they are staying here only 
while a special new home is created 
for them at the Sea Life London 
Aquarium. 

“They were driven down overnight 
and staff with them said they settled 
down quickly, the trip went well and 
they have all arrived safely. 

“We will now be watching them to 
see how they interact with our Hum¬ 
boldt penguins. 

“We have already 
weighed the Gentoo 
before they were re¬ 
leased into their en¬ 
closure so we can 
monitor their condi¬ 
tion while they are 
here and pass the in¬ 
formation on to Lon¬ 
don when they are 
transferred there to¬ 
wards Easter.” 

The new London 
home will be para¬ 
dise for the Gentoo 
because it is being 
specially designed to 
mimic their Antarctic 
habitat right down to 
lots of fresh ice. 

Once established 
they will be the net¬ 
work’s second Gen¬ 
too colony, the first

Sea Life Centre. 

Fiona said: “These birds are the ac¬ 
robats of the penguin world. They love 
to dive in the water and leap out onto 
dry land one behind the other almost 
as if the whole thing had been choreo¬ 
graphed. 

“In spite of their very different styles 
of behaviour the Humboldts and the 
Gentoo will make perfect companions 
during their stay together. 

“Both are on the endangered list in 
the wild, Gentoo mainly becaue of loss 
of habitat in their native sub-antarctic 
islands including the Falkland Is¬ 
lands.” 

She added that the Sea Life network 
hoped to add the Gentoo to its breed¬ 
ing successes which include boosting 
the captive bred stock of Humboldt 
penguins.

I’m very honoured to be chosen to look 
after her. I didn’t expect to get her at all. 

“It’s so nice to have her. I’ll make sure 
she has a lovely home and a great life and 
hopefully we can grow old together.” 

Dog lovers were taken by Ginger’s story 
last September. Since then she has had her 
claws treated after they had grown into 
her paws following neglect. 

She was picked up by Weymouth & 
Portland Borough Council’s Dog Warden 
and taken to Woodland Kennels in Brid- 
port. 

Kennels Owner Mary Bull said: “We

A NEW, slimmed-down 
management team has 
been appointed for West 
Dorset and Weymouth and 
Portland councils. 

The four posts are the 
next step in a shared serv¬ 
ices partnership that will 
save an estimated £8.5 mil¬ 
lion over five years. 

Joining Chief Executive 
David Clarke on the shared 
management team respon¬ 
sible for 800 staff and 
gross budgets totalling 
£103 million will be Jason 
Vaughan as director fi¬ 
nance and governance, 
Adrian Stuart as director of 
Human Resources and IT, 
Kate Hindson as communi¬ 
ties director and David 
Evans as environment di¬ 
rector. 

The four new roles re¬ 
place nine current senior 
posts - six in Weymouth 
and Portland and three in 
West Dorset. 

Weymouth and Portland 
council leader Geoff Peth- 
erick said: “I am absolutely 
delighted that we have 
been able to appoint such a 
high calibre team of direc¬ 
tors to support our chief 
executive. These are chal¬ 
lenging times and these 
four senior posts are cru¬ 
cial to the future success of 
the two councils.”

Plans to protect vital frontline services for the most vulnerable 


West Dorset council 
leader Robert Gould said: 
“These key appointments 
are the latest step in the 
work to bring our two 
workforces together. 

“The savings we make 
will be used to protect and 
develop front line services, 
even in the severe financial 
climate the two councils 
face as a result of the na¬ 
tional spending review. We 
will be stronger and leaner 
together.” 

The joint workforce will 
deliver services to 162,000 
residents, over 6,100 busi¬ 
nesses and the millions of 
visitors to the areas gov¬ 
erned by West Dorset and 
Weymouth and Portland, 
the councils remaining two 
separate authorities. 

Each will set its own 
budget and council tax. 
Both will still be able to 
deliver the services that 
local people want in the 
way that is most appropri¬ 
ate for their area. 

The next steps in the pro¬ 
gramme to bring the two 
workforces together will 
be to appoint service man¬ 
agers plus a lead for the 
councils’ involvement in 
the 2012 sailing events. 


These appointments will 
be completed by April 
2011 . 

The process of bringing 
together and transforming 
all services will begin in 
April 2011 and will take 
around two years. 

The two councils have 
experience of successfully 
working together. Their pi¬ 
oneering revenues and 
benefits partnership has 
improved service to the 
public and saved £1 mil¬ 
lion since it began. 


COUNCILLORS look set to back a balanced 
budget which includes a freeze on council tax 
despite tough economic times. 

Weymouth and Portland council faces a 
16.8 per cent cut in direct government fund¬ 
ing from £5.145 million to £4.281 million 
which equates to £864,000 less in its 2011- 
2012 grant with a further cut of £587,000 or 
13.7 per cent in 2012-2013. The total loss in 
funding is £1.451 million over the next two 
years. 

The council says that members and officers 
have been working hard over the past year to 
put in place plans to ensure that vital front 
line services for the most vulnerable mem¬ 
bers of society are protected. 


This work has identified savings through the 
waste partnership with five districts and the 
county council working together. The rev¬ 
enues and benefits partnership has already 
saved over £1 million in the last five years 
while joint working with West Dorset council 
is predicted to make a net saving of £8.5 mil¬ 
lion over the next five years. 

Finance spokesman Councillor Peter Chap¬ 
man said: "Weymouth and Portland is ahead 
of the game thanks to the planning and inno¬ 
vative thinking of both members and officers. 

"We are leading the way in reshaping how 
local authorities deliver services through our 
ground breaking merger of staff with West 
Dorset and our partnership and joint working 


across Dorset. 

"We have been able to protect front line 
services whilst reducing management and 
back office costs. 

"We are identifying the most cost effective 
and efficient ways of providing essential serv¬ 
ices and in doing so, we will be able to freeze 
council tax at its current level to keep the im¬ 
pact on residents to a minimum and provide 
the best possible value for money for local 
taxpayers." 

Budget proposals will be considered by the 
council's management committee on Tues¬ 
day, February 1 before a final budget is set by 
full council on February 24th.

The big bird watch 


WEYMOUTH Wetlands is calling on 
people across Dorset to take part in the 
Big Garden Birdwatch, the world’s 
largest wildlife survey, this coming 
weekend (Saturday, January 29th and 
Sunday 30th). 

Last year nearly 500,000 people took 
part nationally to help build up a snap¬ 
shot of what is happening to some bird 
favourites particularly in light of recent 
hard winters. 

Organisers are hoping for an even big¬ 
ger survey this year while Weymouth 
Wetlands is running a special free event 
on Sunday, January 30 th to help those 
new to birdwatching tell their dunnocks 
from their house sparrows. 

Weymouth Wetlands information offi¬ 
cer Luke Phillips explained: “Anyone 
can attend. You don’t need to be an 
RSPB member and you don’t even need 
binoculars or bird books because we’ll 
provide all the gear for you. 

“Identifying and counting birds in your 
garden can be the start of a lifelong pas¬ 
sion for wildlife, so families of all age 
groups and of course children are partic¬ 
ularly welcome. 

“The Big Garden Birdwatch is a fun 


family activity but it is also a very im¬ 
portant conservation tool and a great 
way for us to find out what’s happening 
to many different species of birds. 

“All people have to do is look out at 
their window feeders or their garden, 
playground or local park for one hour on 
either Saturday January 29th or Sunday 
January 30th and note the different 
species of birds you see, record the high¬ 
est number of each species you see at 
any one time and give us your results. 

“And if you come along to our free 
event on Sunday from lOam-noon, you 
can be more certain of which birds 
you’re seeing.” 

Special survey forms, complete with 
bird ID photos, are available from the 
Weymouth Wetlands visitor centre at 
Radipole Lake in Weymouth’s Swannery 
car park.

they support Weymouth 
and Portland’s green 
spaces.

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Drink drive results show 
young drivers risk lives 


A TOTAL of 90 drivers were ar¬ 
rested in Dorset during the Christ¬ 
mas drink drive campaign between 
December 1st and January 1st — 
with almost 40 per cent of those ar¬ 
rested being men under the age of 
30. 

During the campaign there were 
increased traffic patrols, as well as 
road-side checks, and every driver 
who was involved in a collision 
during the period was breath tested 
- irrespective of whether they were 
suspected of drink driving or not. 

All except 15 of the 90 people ar¬ 
rested were men, with one third of 
all the arrested people under the 
age of 25. 

The youngest person to be ar¬ 
rested during the campaign was 17 
and the oldest was 73. 

Officers carried out 943 breath 
tests across the county during the 
campaign - this figure is lower 
than previous years due to the se¬ 


vere winter weather driving condi¬ 
tions experienced during Decem¬ 
ber 2010. 

Chief Inspector Bob Nichols, of 
the Dorset Police Traffic Unit, 
said: “I’m pleased that the number 
of people arrested dropped for this 
year’s campaign compared to last 
year, when 103 drivers were ar¬ 
rested. 

“The number of breath tests car¬ 
ried out over the campaign is lower 
than in previous years due to the 
treacherous winter driving condi¬ 
tions in December that saw fewer 
motorists take to the roads. 

“However, these figures show 
that a minority of drivers are still 
willing to risk their lives, and the 
lives of other innocent motorists, 
by choosing to drink and drive. 

“I’m particularly concerned at 
the large number of younger driv¬ 
ers who we continue to see risking 


their lives by drinking and driv¬ 
ing.” 

Although the Christmas drink 
drive campaign is now over, 
Dorset Police is reminding drivers 
that they still face being caught if 
they choose to drink and drive. 

Chief Inspector Nichols contin¬ 
ued: “My advice to drivers is sim¬ 
ple - don’t get behind the wheel 
after drinking any alcohol at all. 
Even one drink can impair your 
ability to drive. 

“If a member of the public sus¬ 
pects someone is driving under the 
influence of alcohol or drugs, they 
should dial 999 immediately and 
report the details to the police so 
that we can intercept that vehicle.” 

The legal consequences of being 
caught drink driving include a min¬ 
imum 12 month driving ban, a 
criminal record, up to six months 
in prison and a fine of up to 
£5,000.

Dorset. 

Weymouth & Portland Borough Council Leader 
Geoff Petherick said: “I am absolutely delighted that 
we have been able to appoint such a high calibre team 
of directors to support our Chief Executive. These are 
challenging times and these four senior posts are cru¬ 
cial to the future success of the two councils.” 

West Dorset District Council Leader Robert Gould 
said: “These key appointments are the latest step in the 
work to bring our two workforces together. 

“The savings we make will be used to protect and 
develop front line services, even in the severe financial 
climate the two councils face as a result of the national 
spending review. We will be stronger and leaner to¬ 
gether.” 

The joint workforce will deliver services to 162,000 
residents, over 6,100 businesses and the millions of 
visitors to the areas governed by West Dorset District 
Council and Weymouth & Portland Borough Council. 

The councils will continue to be two separate author¬ 
ities, each setting its own budget and council tax.

Silver for Blake at World Champs 

DORCHESTER'S Paul Blake has struck silver in his first event at 
the IPC World Championships in Auckland, New Zealand. 

The 21-year-old completing in his first major international 
took a hard-fought silver medal in the T36 1500m and looked 
like he might win it with 200m to go, but was eventually 
beaten by Russia's Artem Arefyev, the experienced World 
Record holder and multiple Paralympic Games gold medallist. 

Having sat comfortably with the leaders through the early 
stages, Blake broke clear with just under two laps to go and 
soon had a clear gap on the chasing pair, but with 200m to go, 
the 26-year-old Arefyev raced back into contention and as the 
pair entered the home straight he pushed on to take the vic¬ 
tory in 4:40.17 from Blake in 4:41:66. 

"I thought I had him but my legs just gave up," admitted 
Blake. "I'd obviously have loved to win it and maybe I broke 
too soon, but silver is amazing and I'm really happy. I know I've 
got a lot more to give." 

Blake now looks towards the 800m heats on Wednesday and 
the final on Thursday (27th) for which he has the fastest 
recorded time this season, although he will once again be up 
against the Russian. 

His mother Kate said from their home in Charlton Down: 

• "Arefyev is a very experienced athlete, and we thought he 
must be in good form because he did not post any times ear¬ 
lier in the season. But Paul is thrilled with the silver and looking 
forward to the challenge." 

He competes in his third event, the 400m, on Friday (heats) 
and Saturday (final) for which he has the fourth fastest time in

Rogers ready for the challenge

NEW Weymouth boss Martyn Rogers 
acknowledges there are some hard 
times ahead for the Terras but is de¬ 
termined to do everything he can to 
resurrect the club from its current 
position. 

"Weymouth is a big club with bags 
of potential, and as an ex-player it is 
sad to see them suffer a couple of rel¬ 
egations, and I will do everything in 
my power to resurrect the club. 

That starts by saving them from rel¬ 
egation." 

The former Tiverton Town manager 
added: "At this moment in time we 
are not quite good enough. Wey¬ 
mouth are traditionally one of the 
big clubs and my remit is to save the 
club and regardless of what I change 
we all need to improve and pull to¬ 
gether. 

"I am going to be working closely 
with the chairman and we need to 
both back each other up if we are to

It will 
be tough but it needs to be done if 
we are to move away from the rele¬ 
gation area." 

Reflecting on his new acquisitions 
Rogers said: "Tom Manley's situation 
is unfortunate; he's been offered a 
teaching course that will give him 
promotion, but means he cannot 


play for the next ten Saturdays. He 
had a good game at Hemel Hemp¬ 
stead but obviously he needs to look 
to his future. 

"As a result I have signed Nick Jor¬ 
dan from Crawley Town. I had to pull 
out all the stops as good players are 
difficult to find at this time of the sea¬ 
son, but Nick will be with us initially 
for a month." 

He has also signed his nephew 
Scott Rogers on non-contract terms 
from Newport County. The son of 
Martyn's brother, former Exeter City 
stalwart Peter, the midfielder has 
played more than 30 games in the 
Conference Premier league. 

"He'll be a good asset. He's good in 
the dressing room and will lift the 
team." 

Rogers has also signed Jamie 
Hatch, a winger he signed when at 
Tiverton, who again has come on 
non-contract terms. 


"He has bags of potential and 
knows what it is all about. He has 
good speed and can go past play¬ 
ers." 

Rogers had hoped to take charge 
of the tern for the first time at Swin¬ 
don Supermarine last Saturday, but 
the game was called off due to a 


frozen pitch. 

The new Terras boss said:"l say this 
a bit tongue in cheek but I wonder 
why it was postponed and so late. I
